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There ars four persons restrained in Tokyo Prison for 
nine years since their arrest as the members of the Eastern 
Asian Anti-Japan Armed Front on May 19, 1975. Their names 
are Daidoji Masashi, Kataoka Toshiaki, Arai Mariko and 
Kurokawa Yoshimasa. Another member, Ugajin Hisaichi, arrested 
on July 12, 1982, after seven years' underground life, is 
also restrained with the former four comrades. 

During the first period of 1970's, they tried’to carry 
out anti-Japan armed struggles in response to the same kind 
of the struggles by the Asian people against Japanese Impe- 
rialism. It was their common recognition that Japanese Im- 
perialism has invaded not only the lands of the Ainu and 
the Okinawan people(Northern and Southern indigenous people 
in Japan) but also Korea, China, Formosa and various parts 
of South Eastern Asia, colonized them, and is still exploit- 
ing and massacring the natives of Asia. Through these strug- 
gles they wanted to negate, by deed their own being as vic- 
timizers of Asian people as they themselves belong to the 
imperialist Japan; at the same time, they wanted to liber- 
ate themselves from the ruling class of Japan who exploits 
and suppresses them. eS 

The Eastern Asian Anti-Japan Armed Front consisted of 
three units; Okami(Japanese for wolf), Sasori(Japanese for 
scorbvion) .and Daichi-noekiba(Japanese for the @arth's fangs). 
Since 1971, the Okami Unit blew up, in succession, certain 
monuments built to honor Japanese Imperialist invasion and 
domination of other countries. On August 14,1974, the Unit 


intended to blow up the Imperial Train, but the plan dinat 


come through. Immediately after that, Moon Sae-gwang, who 
was a Korean resident in Japan, shot Park, then South 
; es 


Korean President. 

Strongly moved by this, the Unit blew up a building of 
Mitsubishi Heavy Industry on August 30, 1974, in response 
to the struggle of Moon.(The members of the’ Okami Unit later 
criticized themselves for the shortcomings in this action 
which killed eight persons and injured many unexpectedly.) 
After that, the three units jointly blew up certain enter- 
prises such as Mitsui Products(trading Co.), Teijin(clothing 
Co.).and Hazama-gumi(construction Co.) which have been 
carrying out genocide abroad. 

After their arrest, they reorganized their struggle 
against bitter treatment of the prison especially with 
criminal offenses of lower class. They have had much influ- 
ences on such prisoners who have been left isolated without 
anyone to support them. 

On November 12, 1979, at the first trial, presiding 
judge Minohara sentenced both Daidoji Masashi and Kataoka 
Toshiaki to death, Kurokawa Yoshimasa to life imprisonment, 
and Arai Mariko(who was not the member of the Front but a 
friend of them) to’eight years imprisonment. In the sen- 
tence, Minohara emphasized the "crime" of their attempt 
to blow up Imperial Train. Then, on October 29, 1982, Naito, 
presiding judge of High Court dismissed their appeal. They 
immediately appealed to the Supreme Court. The final sen- 
tence might be given within these few years. 

We are sure that the court of Japanese Imperialism 
has no claim to judge them. We have not enough time. 

Please tell your friends about them and take any action 
as far as possible in-your country. Let us gather world- 
wide voices especially not to execute the two persons.
